COLD WATER FOR BATHS. 


Tho use of cold wator aaa bath for ordin- 
ary health purposes—wo (fancet) are not 
speaking of its uso for the strictly medical 
prposo ‘of reducing the tomparature of the 

jody in cortain states of disonso—is purol 
reactionary. ‘The cold bath is only usefnl, 
or oven safe, whon it produces a tapid re- 
turn of tho blond to the surface immodintely 
, after the first impression made, whether by 
immersion or uffasion. 
quickly redden, and there must be a glow 
of heat. If these offects aro riot rapidly 
apparent, cold bathing is bad ; and no such 
effects ara likely tbo! produced untess the 
cireul ition be vigorous and both the honrt 
and blood-vessels are hoalthy, Great mis- 
takes.ara mado, and sorivus risks are often 
incurred, by tho unintelligent uno of tho 
cold bath by tho weakly or unsound. 
Moreover, it is necessary to bear in mind 
that thers is seldom teo much: onorgy to 
spare after. middle age, and it is eel dom 
expedient for persoun miuch over forty to 
risk culd bathing, We would go so. far as 
to eay that no one above that age should 
use the tab qnite cold unless under medical 
advice. It is possible to be apparently 
robust and, for all the average purposes of 
fifo, healthy, and yet.to-havo such digabili- 
tion rising out of organic diseaso or weak- 
ness as to render the recourse to, heroic 
monsures, oven in the mattor of cold bath- 
ing, perilous. . .

THE CHURCH CONGRESS AND 
Pah POLYGAMY. 

At the’ mooting of the Church Congress 
held in England in the boginning of last 
month, the question ‘How may ditliculiics 

. arising: from, polygumy, slavory, sud caste 
Dostbemet? waa discussed. Tho Bishop of 
Exeter opened with a paper tho arguments 
‘of which he applied to. Contral Africa and 
China, as well as to Indie, Burma, and Ja- 
pan, His conclusions wera in favour of 
the baptiam of polygamists, “but against 
_polygniny, by converts, He said that the 
practica of polygamy was opposed ‘to .the 
original institutiun of marriage and to the 
will of God. Christianity in time would 
abolish polygamy, The question -now was 
not whether a convert might after baptism 
take" more wives than ono, but whether a 
man who had married nwre than ‘ono 
in the days of his darkness should be 
refused baptism unless he put away all 
wives but one, and whether the seoond and 
other wives onght to be refused baptiam 
unless they loft the husband,’ General 
- Gordon asked Bishop Tomple whether 
converta conld retain three wives apicco, 
and the Bighop did not think it could be 
allowed, Gordon said, ‘Whats pity! I 
might couvert all Africa if you would allow 
that:’. The quustion would come bfore the 
Pan-Anglican Syuod in 1888. Tho mis- 
sionary societies lad no established rale, 
Dut ‘generally missionaries appeared to 
refuse buptiem to converts who declined ta 
put away all wives but one. ‘Lhe question | 
thon was which was ho to retain, and what 
was the position of thore put away and of 
thoir children. Quoting and commenting 
upon passages of ‘scripture and early and 
later cummentators at sumo length, the 
bishop conelidod that tho goneral opiv- 
jon was that o man whe had married

NEW USE FOR SUGAR. 


Mx: Thomson Hankey, of Shipborne 
Grange, Tutibridge, writes tothe Times :— 
«My attoution has bean called byagentlaman 
well known in the scientific world toa new use 
fur sugar, which, at the presont low price 
of that article, migtit bo capable of being 
practically applicd, Experiments have 
recently beem made proving that sugar 
ia a valuable ingredient in. mortar and 
cement, having strong binding -quali- 
ties, Equal quantities of finely powdered 
tima of a very common kind were mixed 
with an equal’ quantity of good brown 
sugar, with the addition of water, and 
the resulé was a cemont of exceptiosal 
strength. This, has been tried at Pe- 
terborongh Cathedral, two large pieces 
of atone of the broken tracery of a window 
having been joined. firmly together by 
sugared mortar, ‘Tho severest test is joining 
glass, which gives no hold. to mortar with- 
out-the uso of ean], and this has beon suo- 
exsafally done. The fact’ appears to be 
certain that suger prodncea an extraordin- 
‘ary effect ov lime when the latter has boon 
allowed to fall into’a. fine powder and las 
been thorouzhly staked. Particles of unslak- 
ad limo would deatroy the result, because 
of their expansion, which would make the 
mortar lift. The sugor-mortar thus made 
will be-found, I believe, to be’ as food as 
Portland cenient; and the only question, 
therefore, would be one of cost; and iit is 
probable that Portland cement iteclf would 
be made much stronger -by tho addition 
of sugar. Treacle might have the same 
effect. Itis nut necessary to mention in 
detail tho. numereue small exporiments 
which hava beon made. Jt 13 a matter 
which any one can test for hiuiself by join- 
ing bricks with Portland coment alone, and 
by. joining others with sugar and . water 
added to the cemont. The fact that cano- 
sugar and limo. form a. dofinite chemical 
compound haa long been known.: It is psed 
indeed, for various purposes, and it may bo 
hoped that. tho suggestion of its use as.an 
ingredient in mortar may” be turned to 
practical account by builders gpd cement 
manufacturers, It has been. stiggested. to 
‘me that the use of. sugar is the secret of the 
success of the old Ronan mortar."
